As silver miners they are interetted. 


It was and would be again the lead- 
ing industry In mining, were the prices 
of the metal snch as they should be for 
a money metal. They are also well in- 
formed and understand the conse- 
quences there are in the train of its de- 
monitization npon the commercial and 
industrial world. There is in free silver 
a principle that the people will not yield 
to the money power but. will continue 
to maintain against matters of policy. 
A principle is worth more to an intel- 
ligent people thsu 
many policies. 


Policies will no1- be considered to the 
exclusion of principle for which causa 
the more intelligent among the people 
will indefinitely continue their conten- 
tion for its remonitization.

A. Bandit'* Victim Tells How It Feels 


to Be Held TJV. 


"I happen to know how It feels to be 


held up," said a gentleman who now 
occupies a position of prominence In lo- 
cal railroad circles. 
"I acquired my 


experience as a passenger in a stage- 
coach about six miles from Tombstone, 
A. T., in 1SS-1. Wo had a big load, six 
men inside, two on the driver's seat 
and an express messenger on the boot. 
Every man in the crowd hud a revolv- 
er, two of the inside passengers had 
Winchesters across their knees, and 
the messenger had an 8 bore duck 
gun that contained nearly a quart of 
slugs. We were held up at about 4 in 
the afternoon by a single masked man, 
who rose suddenly from behind a pile 
of rocks and covered us with a 'sawed 
off' shotgun. 
All the curtains were 


raised, so there -was a fair view of the 
interior, and when he yelled 'Hands 
up!' everybody obeyed. 


"Then he told us to get out one by 


one and stand In a row, with our backs 
to him. I never haterl to do anything 
so badly In my life, but I saw the oth- 
ers going and followed suit. 
About 


that time a half grown boy, apparently 
unarmed, appeared from behind the 
rocks and took up the collection, which 
Included our jolpt arsenal. After that 
we were ordered back, and the chief 
bandit told the driver to go ahead. 


"As far as I know, the robbers were 


never caught, but what especially im- 
pressed me about the episode was the 
reluctance of any of our party to take 
the Initiative. I was certain the slight- 
est resistance would be successful, but 
I realized also that the man who made 
the first move had an excellent chance 
of being killed, and I suppose all the 
others felt the same way.

happened exactly as I have narrated 
It. During the year I lived in Arizona 
there were eight or nine hold ups on 
the same road, and In no Instance was 
there any resistance whatever. That 
taught me that a crowd of average 
men, gazing into a cocked shotgun, 
will do just abont anything that is
